It is 
stiumted that it will require at least three 
year.! longer and an appropriation of perhaps 
!b'00,000 to complete the work, so that the 
otal cost will undoubtedly reach nearly 


: 3,000,000. It will consist of 112 volumes, 
nciudiug an index, and an atlas which coti- 
ains 178 plates and maps illustrating im- 
mrtatit battles of the war, campaigns, routes 


>f nmrch, plans of forts and photographs ot 
uiermiiiig scenes, 
places and persons, 


ijosl of these pictures are taken from photo- 
;raplis made by the late M. B. Brady, ol 
Washington. Several years ago the govern- 
nent purchased his stock of negatives for a 
argo sum of money. 
Kach volume will, 


therefore, cost an average of about $26,786, 
which probably exceeds that of any book 
hat was ever issued. Copies are sent free to 
>ubli« libraries, and l,ii47,'J99 have been so 
distributed. The atlas costs J22, and the

Tin- feeble-minded wife of Patrick Bren- 


iau, u laborer of Lower Makefield township, 
vtis discovered sitting by the dead body ot 
ler husband on Sunday where she had kept 
igil lor a week, without food or fire, amidst 
qtialor that was unsuspected iu that dis- 
rict. 


Breunan and his wife owned a one-story 


rame hut between 
Vardley aud Lizette, 


'here they had lived for many years. As 
lothing had been seen of the couple for 
oine days James Doyle and three other 
eighbors visited the place Sunday afternoon. 


The house was locked up aud no response 
ould be secured to their repeated knock- 
ngs. They finally broke open the door and 
ying upon the fl..or, alongside of a h'reless 
love, was the body of Patrick Brennan. 
Sitting by his side was his faithful but fee- 
le-mtnded wife. There was not a bedstead, 
mattress or bed-clotliiug ot any description 
u the room. The dead man was lying on 
rags, which also covered him, while his legs 
and feet were wrapped with rags iu place of 
lockings. There was not a crust of bread 
n the house, nor a match to light the fire, 
Ithoiigh the wood was placed in the stove 
ready to bo lighted. 


It was appirent that the man had been 


dead at least a week, the last time he was 
seen being on January 31 by John Slatzer. 
Althougbt the Brennaus were known to be 
joor, they would not beg nor accept charity 
from their neighbors. 
The last work Bron- 


nau was known to do was in November, 
when he assisted a neighbor to husk corn. 
The jury decided that Breunan came to his 
death from exposure and starvation, but 
they were unable to tell when he died.When 
the Coroner asked Mrs. Brennan when her 
Husband died she only said "much obliged 
to you." 
She was given something to eat 


aud placed under guard, and she will be 
committed to the almshouse.

Tlie Borough Election. 


There is every indication that there will 


be a full Republican vote polled next Tues- 
day. 
That is, full as spring elections go. 


The priiueries were well attended, the nomi- 
nations were made after due consideration 
of the merits of the different candidates and 
enough friction was engendered to keep the 
interest up until the election is held aud the 
result made known. 


Bristol is a Repuclican town, It "didn't 


use to be," but it is uow, and it takes a 
mighty poor candidate or a very vigorous 
onslaught by the machine politicians to de- 
feat a Republican now-u-days when he once 
gets on Ihe ticket. 


The way it looks now, five days before 


election day, is that ihe only man against 
•whom any attempt to defeat will be made is 
the nominee for Burgess, Joseph Bannister. 
There is no Talid reason why he should not 
receive the fvll vote of the party. He will 
make an intelligent aud efficient officer, and 
it is due him that every man who attended 
the primary meetings should acquiesce in 
the decision arrived at in the borough con- 
vention and vote for him, and that every 
man who did not take the trouble to attend 
the primary meetings is by that very fact 
estopped from making any objections to the 
nominee. 
When a man refuses to exercise 


his privilege of making a choice it illy be- 
comes him to complain and find fault with 
those who do. 


Mr. Bannister is going to be elected. He 


will havo a majority that he need not be 
ashamed of, and the ktckers, and the fault, 
finders, and the pot-house politicians may 
just as well make up their minds to that 
fact first as last.

Assemblymen Patterson and Funk, of 


Bucks, were non-committal. They said that 
the county meetings at lloylestowuhad here- 
tofore answered the purpose of the party 
and they did not now see any special reason 
why the existing order of things should be 
changed, although they admitted that the 
change would have to come sometime. 


Representative Hampton W, Rice, of the 


middle district, the nearest one to the coun- 
ty seat, favored the change and thought that 
the people of the county, whose interest in 
politics is continually growing, would de- 
mand it. 


Among others whom the GAZETTE repre- 


sentative was pleased to meet were those 
from counties where the Crawford county 
system prevailed. 
Tho Crawford ootmty 


plan has been iu use in some of the counties 
of the State for a quarter of a century. 
In 


Lancaster county, Representative A, G. Sey- 
fert, who for many years was a member of 
the Republican County Committee and its 
chairman in 1893, and whose opinion is 
thereforefore entitled to i;reat weight on 
the matter, said emphatically' that the peo- 
ple would have no other. 
At the primaries, 


he said, a larger vote was very often polled 
than was cast at the regular eleci ion. The 
choice is absolutely the choice of the people, 
and the expense is very light upon a candi- 
date. He is not compelled to take a large 
delegation to the county seat but lias only to 
pay an assessment for having his name 
printed upon the primary ballots, which 
contains the iiatne of each candidate under 
the title of the office for which they seek a 
nomination. A cross is marked after the 
name to be voted for,-just the same on a 
ballot at- a regular election. At the polls 
are a jutfge and two tellers, who cuunc-Uio - 
votes, till out the totals upon a tally sheet, 
which is sworn to be correct before a notary 
or other olficT, and then fowarded to the 
county seat where it is received by a board 
of election returns and the person receiving 
the largest number of votes for each paHiou- 
,ar office is declared duly nominated. 


There is no doubt but that the Crawford 


county plan is an excellent one. It finds 
;reat favor in the counties iu which it is 
used, but as will be seen it does away en- 
tirely with a convention and 
substitutes 


therefor a returning board, which canvasses 
he vote aud declares the result. 


Chester county seems to have the ideal 


system. It is a combination of the delegate 
convention and the direct vote of the people 
for each candidate for otBce. 
The number 


of delegates chosen in a ward, township or 
n-ecinct is governed by the Republican vote 
u the district, each voting precinct being 
entitled to one delegate, and an additional 
delegate for each 100 Republican votes cast' 
.herein. At the same time of choosing dele- 
rates the candidates for the different offices 
,re voted for. The delegates are instructed 
to vote iu the convention for the candidate 
receiving the highest vote in the district 
rom which the delegate comes. The con- 
vention therefore is ordinarily nothing more 
han a ratification meeting held to declare 
the wishes of the members of the party ' as 
expressed at the primary elections. 


—The Nomstown Herald in commenting 


upon the proposition made by the Republi- 
cans of Bristol and other parts of the 
county to provide that delegates to county 
conventions shall hereafter be elected says: 


The plan now in use lakes away the 


powers of making nominations from the 
mass of the party, because only a few mem- 
oers can go to the county seat ou such oc- 
casions, 
by the choice of delegates repre- 


sentative Republicans are sent to conventions, 
while anyone may go who chooses to be a 
delegate under the present system, whether 
be is acceptable to the majority or not.

New York. Smelts have been placed in the 
Raritan and Hackousack rivers, and in each 
instance have thrived wonderfully, so much 
io that it is the intention of the commission- 
>rs to plant some of the smelt fry in other 
streams in tho State. The commissioners 
have recently arranged to have five million 
fry planted in the Delaware, and conse- 
quently the anglers over on this side of the 
river will profit by the transaction. 


The native home of the smelt is in the 


saline waters from Delaware Bay to the ex- 
treme northern coast of Maine, but their 
LC"**nfJ,!flHnn into lantl-lnnkpd tVpsli wAtcrs 
has been tried in many places, and iu al- 
most every instance has succeeded. Accord- 
ing to the attempts which have been made 
;here seeuis to be no reason why the Dela- 
ware should not be an excellent stream for 
;he fish. 


One of the greatest beauties of the smelt is 


the fact that he furnishes sport for the angler 
after it has become too late for successful 
fishing at the seashore, and long after the 
season for every fresh water fish, with the 
lingle exception of the pickerel, has passed. 
.t is late in the autumn, when the ice begins 
o get a hold on the edge of bank of the 
trearns, and when the weather U cool and 
enervating, that the smelt comes out in fall 
dress ready to take the hook as well as the 


lit. 


Anglers who have niver seen the smelt 


utroduced into brackish or fresh waters 
must not judge him by the specimens seen 
n the fish markets or caught iu aalt waters, 
or there is really little comparison. In 
alt water the smelt does not grow large ; in 
act, one weighing a quarter of a pound is 
onsidered a whopper. In fresh water the 
fish gets a hump on himself and often 
eaches a wsigkt of two pounds, sometimes 
wo and a half, which any angler will admit 
s big; that is, if light tackle be used. Down 
last, where most of the smelt fishing is 
.oue, the fishermen go out for fish more 
han they do for sport, and consequently 
liey fish with tackle which in this part of 
lie world would be cousidered as being on 
lie pot-hunting order. 
Usually a light 


erch rod ib used, a small multiplying rod 
dds to the artistic touches, and snooded on 
ut strings a foot long are at least half a 
ozen trout hooka. These hooks are-baited 
rilh clam, shrimp or fish flesh, and the fish- 
rman proceeds to get in his work.

mall tidal streams a boat is used, and most 
f tlie sport is found ou the flood tide, when 
he fish go up tho streams to get something 
civ in tlie way of food.

othing unusual for such a fisherman to 
aul in four to six smelts after each cast, 
nd on the slack water he is kept very busy 
.king the fish from his hooks and putting 
n tlie bait. In this manner one fisherman 


frequently able to catch over one hundred 
sh an hour. 
On account of their graceful proportions 


s well as because of their silvery surface, 
is smelt is considered something of a beau- 
y. It really belongs to the salmon family, 
Ithough ictbyologists have never quite 
greed on that point. The real salt water 
melt is almost translucent, and ranges from 
ve to eight and nine inches in length,while 
lie fresh water smelt grows until he some- 
itnes reaches two feet in length; although it 
just be admitted that fish of that size are 
iot caught by every angler who happens to 
brow his Hue into the water. Tho meat of 
lie smelt is white and soft as well as sweet, 
nd bones are few, the fish having only the 


spine and rib bones. The ordinary angler 
might think the smelt has no scales, but 
such is not the case. There are many scales 
but they are so small as to be practically 
imperceptible to the naked eye. The skin 
is traced in small diamond line, and is very 
similar to Ihe not very well known canvas- 
skin trout. 
It is ash color on the back, and 


its sides and belly are of a silvery white.— 
Philadelphia Inquirer. 


—The building of the Trans-Siberian

It is 
reported from Moscow that the island of 
Saghalien will be the future destination of 
Russian exiles. The island is already used 
for the imprisonment of criminals of the 
lowest type.

It is known, bo 
cause directly ascertainable, that 80 cubi 
inches of mercury weigh close upon 1 
pounds nvoinl.ipois, ond therefore, as coin 
monly expressed, tho pressure of the at 
mospliero is, under normal conditions, II 
pounds on every square inch—equivalen 
to nearly n ton on a square foot, more than 
»1A tons on a square yard and of 100 ton 
on n square of 10U feet side.

that a number of bars of cast Iron, 1 Incl 
square nnd 15 inches long, gained strengtl 
by being shaken for several hours in a box 
to clean them from sand, and to tost the 
matter still further ho prepared 12 more 
bars, six of which wore tumbled in such a 
box for four hours, nnd these showed n 
strength JO to lii per cent greater than tho 
t.lx not thus treated. Experiments woro 
then mado by subjecting six to 8,000 taps 
on one ond with a hand hammer, tho re- 
sult being n gain in strength about equal 
to thnt exhibited by the bars in tho box. 
Tho tapping produces what Mr. Outer- 
bridRe calls moloculnr annenling, which 
differs from annealing by heat in thnt it 
has no power to change tho condition of 
carbon in the casting or alter the chemical 
constitution in any way.

Bernard Palissy, born in the pro- 


vince of Perigord, France, 1510, 
was the father of enameled pottery 
in France—not the applier of other 
men's wit, but the laborious evolver 
of a science. Sixteen years' labor 
was spent in the evolution—years 
of privation and sacrifice. Aye, 
more, for the spirit of the inventor 
quenched the spirit of the man. His 
children died from lack of comforts; 
his wife pleaded in vain. 


The man was mad. 
The 
kilns needed 
fuel—fuel, 


fuel. 
Empty purse, the upbraid- 


ings of his wife, the contempt of 
neighbors, were all unheeded. 
He 


would succeed. 
Furniture 
was 


bioken and burned, and the story- 
teller paints his climax by the glow 
from the last stick. The fire dies, the 
kiln cools. Palissy, with trembling 
hands, withdraws the few pieces. 
Joy! 
The enamel had fused! Suc- 


cess was his—vessels of intermixed 
colors after the manner of Jasper 
were the fruits of his labor—and 
the art of making them was his. 


Not madman now. Successveiled 


the past; Catharine de Medici pat- 
ronized him. His defamers were 
now his champions. The world had 
gained, as it often has gained, 
through sacrifice. 
There was a 


row of tiny graves. 


Palissy espoused the cause of the 


Reformation, and in 1588, for the 
second time, suffered for the faith he 
would not recant, and went to the 
Bastile. Death saved him from the 
execution to which he was sen- 
tenced. 


This is not the story of ceramics, 


but merely an incident to show how, 
in the centuries past, as now, the 
human family has counted pottery 
as worthy of something akin to 
love.

narrow the word to cover merely

It is 


of decphiiiniin anci of still deeper scientific 
inturcst to consider whe'tbor the sea anem- 
one, for instance, is aniniimai or a phmt, 
or whether it is more animal than plant, 
because it manifestly bus tho twofold na- 
ture. 
Tlio .leju.ii'ium in old Cnstle garden 


affords in its "balancednqunria" afineop- 
portunity for observing this rudimentary 
form of life. The sen anemone familiar to 
this coast is tho metrielium, which pos- 
sesses many curious character!sties, all of 
which can be observed iu tho specimens in 
the aquarium. 
One of its most striking 


peculiarities is its wonderlul control of its 
own body. It has both Inngituelinal and 
circular muscles, which enable it to con- 
tract or dilate its tissue-like form not only 
us a whole, but at any minute point. 
It 


cnn draw in its circa inference until it looks 
as if tightly laced with an invisible silk 
thread or it can ply any ono of its myriad 
antennae as deftly as a monkey uses its 
paw. 
At one time it rears itself aloft like 


a beautiful flower growing and blooming 
upon a barren rock, and then ir-.fliitteus it- 
self out upon tho rock surface until it is a 
more filmy microscopic spot. 
Eat the 


most curious characteristic of the sea anem- 
one is its- manner of reproduction. 
It 


may butl as a lily, a new anemone growing 
from its sido. 
It may throw from its 


mouth a full blown sea flower, which ad 
once fastens itself to its bit of rock and 
blossoms aa the rose, or the parent may 
throw off its lowest disk, which presently 
turns Into bloom and beauty,—New York j 
Times.

Iliad known Ford. TTc was 1 lie first man 


to whom I was introduced upon my first 
visit to tho c.imp. 
Ifo had been our guide 


anil had shown Judge Hooker ami me tiio 
camp by cundk'light. It was upon this oc- 


ision that I noticed his nervousness. If a 


man fame in and left tho door open, Ford 
would slip back and shut it. 
If there was 


a mirror over the baj-, he always kept his 
eyes on il, not to peo himself, but to ob- 
serve thoso who passed to and fro behind 
him. 


In a pleasant way I asked him if he was 


expecting same one. Ileanswerid, smiling 
sadly, that ho waR always expecting some 
ono. 


Kelly, the'' tough citizen,'' -who removed 


Ford, seemed, strangely enough, to regard 
tho killing of this man much as Ford had 
looked upon the killing of Jesso James, 
Ford was an open enemy of society, and 
only a mouth Ix-tore liia death had closed 
all tho business houses and put tlie camp 
to bed at 9 p. m, 
The morning paper had 


;uggestcd that Ford he informed that he 
would be expected in the future to refrain 
from shutting up tho town, leave tlio 
cam]) or be hnti.tod, just as he pleased, 
and for that he swore he would kill off tho 
working force, from tho editor in chief 
down to "Freckle .Timmic," tho devil. 


However, Kelly was wrong. 
Ho was 


condemned even by Ford's enemies for his 
cowardly act, just as the public had disap- 
proved of the murtler of Jesse James. All 
agreed that tho removal of .Te-so would 
facilitate the movement of trains in 
Mis- 


souri, and that Ford's absence would add 
much to the peace snd quiet of Creedc 
camp, but no man admires a coward. So 
Kelly was afro-tea1, and iu Judge I3ell's 
court Lo was surprised to receive a life 
sentence in the pen. 


On the morning of (ho day following the 


killing half a hnmltvd people assembled in 
a storeroom where religious services were 
Kcld. 
They brought Ford's coffin 
and 


placed it upon a bench, and then the 
preacher got up and preached ,1 funeral 
sermon. He was not very enthusiastic, I 
thought, bub he had a tough client and a 
hard case. Ho took for his text, if he coulil 
be said to have taken anythiug, tho line 
which Ford had written upon the white 
paper, "Charity covereth a multitude of 
sin," and made tho most of it.

•A NuRl HERN MYTH THAT IS STRANGE- 


LY MIXED WITH HISTORY. 


The B«Mitlftil Weapon Made by a Clever 


Dwarf roMened Magical Power*—Tb« 
Dftrree of tlie Nonu aod How It Wafl 
Fiilfllleu In Several InitBnoci. 


Our Norso ancestors had many things to 


ci "tend with besides tho aggrcssireneai of 
t! jir warlike neighbors. Tho extreme cold 
voathcr, tho long periods of darkness, 
lusting hull tho year, tcrrlblp storms and 
poverty and hunger wero formidable foes, 
•nd they ti'D'Jcd to develop In tho north- 
men both combutivoneBB and superstition. 
It is not fctraugo, then, that their gods 
were supposed to bo warlike, or '."hat they 
eriould think th«t frost giants n.nd evil 
spirits were abroad In thut frigid, storm 
swept land. 


Odin, the father of all the gcwJs, while 


ho possessed many attributes a'ad was a 
patron of song and storv, was particularly 
distinguished for his martial spirit and 
possessed a ?riarvelous spear, gungnlr, 
whleh was endowed with miraculous qual 
Hies and which ho always carried with 
him. This wonderful spear was tho hundi 
work of a skillful smith, a dwarf of the 
name of Dvalin/,. 


Among Odin'sponswas one that had In 


horlted his father's warlike spirit um 
whoso name was Tyr, god of war am 
courage. One of Tyr's moat valuable pos 
cessions was a sacred sword made by the 
clever dwarf who had fashioned his fa 
ther's spear. Tho sword was hung in th< 
temple, where the first rays of tho morn 
innc sun cnrfSHf'd Its hhining blade. It was 
carefully guarded night and day, but in 
ppite of (ill jirtciLUtloiis it mysteriously 
disappeared. 


I'licre was consternation in Asagrd when

One day, while In a state of intoxication, 
ho left his sword, the sacred sword of Tyr, 
unguarded in one of the outer apartments 
of his tent, where it was observed l)y a 
German soldier, who appropriated It, leav- 
ing in its place a rusty weapon that he 
had been carrying. 


Vitellius was so absorbed with his feast- 


ing that ho did not miss tho sword until 
oftor his arrival at Romo. Learning that 
Vespasian was marching toward the city 
to dispute his claim to the throne, ho 
sought tho sword, thinking to resist his 
rival, but It had disappeared. 
Believing 


this to bo an omen of defeat, he secreted 
himself in a dark recess of his palace, 
whoro ho WPS found by tho angry people 
who had so roiM'ntly declared him emperor 
and was ignominiously dragged forth and 
hurried away to tho foot of tho Capitoline 
hill. 
Tho German soldier who had stolen 


the sacred sword happened to arrive at the 
same moment as tho disgraced monarch, 
and, drawing tho sword, ho cut off the 
emperor's head with a single stroke, ful- 
filling tho decree of tho Norns that the 
sword should slay its possessor. 


The German soldier kept tho sword 


many years, fighting in many different 
regiments and In various countries and 
was always victorious. He became famous 
on account of his skill nnd power as a 
warrior and was greatly honored. At last 
old age compelled him to give up his mar- 
tial pursuits, and he retired to private life, 
still retaining in his possession tho won- 
derful sword. 


Fearful lest it might bo token from him, 


ho buried it upon the banks of the river 
Danube and built himself a modest dwell- 
ing over tho spot where the sword lay hid- 
den. At last ho died, and though his 
friends begged him to disclose the hiding 
place of the Kword he refused, saying that, 
though its possessor might bo able to con- 
quer the world, ho could not escape the 
curso of death. 


The sword, however, was not destined 


to remain always hidden. STany years aft- 
er tho death of tho German soldier tho 
Hun leader Attila, with an army of in- 
vaders, passed along tho Danube.

ing the prophecy of the drnidess. 


Once more the sword disappeared and 


was not again heard of until the Duke of 
Alva, one of Charles Vs generals, mys- 
teriously obtained possession of It and by 
ItB aid won the victory at tho battle of 
Muhlberg. After the battle tho sword 
again disappeared and has never since been 
seen.—Arthur J. Bundick in Philadelphia 
Times.

Multiplying this by 4,OSO, tho number of 
ions per acre, we havo an aggregate of 
11,980,800,000 tons."

"loses only 5 per cent in mining, so wo 
have for shipment 11/121,700,000 tons.

Jiut it Is scarcely necpssury to say this, 
K'eing that tho merchant ecrvico very 
icreatly antedated tho establishment of tho 
royal navy. Even in Elizabeth's time one 
cannot think of Hawkins, Frobishcr, Drako 
nnd tho many other sturs of that .splendid 
galiucy of SHI chieftains as queun's men in 
tho sense that a rojal naval oillcer is now 
n queen's man. They wero buccaneers. 
Tho merchants found them ships, and tho 
cinque ports and tho longshore yielded 
thorn crows, who wero composed of mer- 
chant sailors.

The oarllcsD springs 
WITO not coiled, but only straight piuuis oil 
steel. Early watches Imd only ono luuul, 
and, being wound up twice a clay, they 
could not bo expected to keep time nccuvir 
th.m 15 or 20 minutes In the 13 hours. 
Tl ic dinl.s were of silver or brass. Tho KISOI 
hnd no crystals, but opened at tho lack 
aod front and were 4 or 6 inches In 
diameter. A plain wntch cost thu equiva- 
lent of 81,600 in our currency, and after 
one was ordered it took a year to make it 
—Troy Times.

Sojnetliinjy ATjout General Sheridan's ITa- 


liioaa lilaok Warhorfeo. 


In January, 1STO, Goncnil Sheridan sent 


the foUowiJis letter to a friond: 


"In repjnrd to the black horse, I am glad 


to stntctli.it ho is still living and is now in 
my stable. Ho iias boon a pensioner for 
tho past eight years, never being used savo 
in tho way of necessary exercise. Ho is of 
Black Hawk stock, was foaled at or near 
Groud liapids, nnd was 'woujht into 
tho army by ono of Tho onlcurs of tho 
Second MU'hisrm cavalry, o[ \\ liirOi rop;!- 
ment I w;i^ Ilio coLrucl in 1801? 
Early in 


the Bprinx-ji tiiat j wir, while tho rcRimont 
was stj/tioned ut llic'nzl, Miss., this horso 
was presented to mo by tho ollicors of tho 
regiment, and at thai time was rising 3 
years old. Consequently ho must be near- 
ly 19 years old now. He is over 17 hands 
In height, powerfuly btiilt, with a doep 
'.host, strong shoulders, has a broad fore- 
bead, a clear cyo and is an animal of great 
intelligence. In his prime ho was ono of 
ti o strongest horses I havo ever known, 
very active and tho fastest walker in tho 
army, so far ns my experience goes. 
"1 rodo him constantly from 1803 to the 


close of the war in all tho actions and in 
all tho raids as well ns campaigns in which 
I took part. Ho was never ill, and his stay- 
ing powers were superb. At present ho 13 
a litrtlo rheumatic, tat and lazy, but ho has 
fairly earned his rest, and so long aa I live 
ho will bo well taken euro of." 


In October, 1878, tho famous horso died, 


and Sheridan then made a slight addition 
vo Winchester's biography, say lug: "He al- 
ways held his head high and by tho quick- 
ness of his movements gave many persons 
the impression that ho was exceedingly 
impetuous. 
This was not tho case, for I 


eould at any time control him by a ton 
hand and a few words, and ho was as cool 
nnd quiet tuiclor fire as ono of my old sol- 
diers. I doubt if his superior as a horso 
for Held service was over ridden by any 
one.''

and painters have delineated him in mar- 
ble and on canvas.

SHOULDERING A PICK. 


What Would Happen U the Threat Were 


Carried Out. 


Whenever a discussion as to the failure 


of some unfortunate to make a decant liv- 
ing is in progress, there is usually heard 
tho remark, "I would rather take a pick 
(or shovel) on my shoulder and go out to 
work." There is a lofty and independent 
flavor about this sentiment that causes it 
to bo received with approval. Without 
stopping to consider whether or not such a 
proceeding is practicable, the audience ab- 
sorbs the idea as something eminently cor- 
rect and worthy of admiration. 


One thing in this»onnectjon isovorlook- 


ed, and that is that neither the person who 
formulates the scheme nor tha persons 
who hnvo heard i« uttered have ever tried 
the thing itself. A pick is cot an article 
of scientific apponrauce, but should any In- 
expuriaueeu individual undertake the ma- 
pipulatiou of one he will make a number 
Of discoveries. Fhe minutes of swinging 
a pick will niako n puir of SO pound dumb- 
bells appear inslgnillcantand theliandling 
of them child's play. 


Aside from the actual inability of one 


unaccustomed to handling the instrument 
to do any serious amount of work with it, 
there nro n£tei<- effect?—sore hands, stiff 
joints, disabled muscles and an uncon- 
querable desire the noxt duy to refrain 
from exertion. 
Tho shovol is worse than 


tho piU;. In the first burst of enthusiasm 
it c«n bo 0])i3r;uod soiuowhftt longer per- 
haps without panting and getting short 
winded, but the next day there is the same 
feeling of forlornncss, the same disabled 
bands, the same stiff joints, the same rigid 
muscles and in addition a back which can- 
not he nioclo to assume the perpendicular 
without grout effort nnd some pain. 


The theory of going out to work with a 


pluk or shovel is beautiful and high sound- 
ing, but tho practical application is anoth- 
er nffnir altogether. Besides, there is an 
additional item in the inattur which hag 
eluded tho observation of the shovel or 
piok bearer. 
Work, even for experienced 


hands, is not-alwny.s to be found. 
Thero 


are hundreds, probably thousands of men 
expert in the use of the snovel or pick seek- 
ing work urmvaillngly. 
What chance 


would one who knows nothing about such 
work have to display his ignorance and In- 
capacity? 


A manly nnd proper independence Is a 


fine thing, but the shovel business should 
not be entered into lightly. It sljpuld bo 
approached with caution and examined 
with intelligence. 
Only strong and able- 


bodied men should prank with the pick or 
shovel. 
Unless you are fit for hnrd'work, 


sby nt these implements. Picking uncl 
shoveling nro honorable and necessary vo 
cations, but ns a means of demonstrating 
independence, unless accompanied by phys- 
icul ability, they should be avoided. Make 
due study of the proposition, weigh the 
chances of success, and, having fully mas- 
tered tho situation, unless you are strong 
and healthy, don't try it. Let, it alone. 
Washington Post.

"THE GREEN HOUR." 


When All Paris Sits Down Tor Its Sip of 


Absinth. 


Tour American tourist, flitting through 


Paris In his summer jog to tho Biviora or 
to Home, with his palate accustomed to 
the favorite tipples of New York, finds 
food for curious reflection in thcParisian's 
absinth. The Frenchman's "green hour" 
is to him an unknown quality. The ab- 
sinth outfit In Paris is a toll carafe of iced 
water, a full sized goblet, a flat spoon with 
pierced bowl and a cake of beet sugar. 
From a bottle of thick, oily, green absinth 
the garcon pours into tho goblet a layer 
whose thickness grows slowly until your 
uplifted finger warns him you have 
enough. Two fingers is a good beginning. 
After that you tiro likely to talco more. 
When tho garcon has departed, you lay the 
silver suoori across the top of the goblet, 
place the flat cuke of sugar in its bowl, 
which is made exactly to hold it, and pour 
a tiny stream of iced water from tho carafe 
slowly upon it. 
The water trickles down 


through the bowl, dissolving the sugar as 
it comes, and by the time the goblet is 
full the water has turned from the deep 
green of the pure absinth to the murk- 
ish yellowish green which ono forever 
afterward associates with the drink. 


Now nip it slowly as you would an egg- 


nog and Joel your temperature rise, bring- 
ing with it a mild thirst and a gnawing 
appetite. This is the "green hour," from 
5 to 7 in the evening, and you are now a 
port of it. As yo u grow deli ciously warmer 
and your thoughts come quicker and the 
atmosphere grows rosier, look at the gob- 
let, and, watching its changing dolphin 
colors, think how like this drink is to the 
Frenchman himself, who has made it his 
own. It is soft and milky, like his man- 
ners, seasoned and sharply spiced like his 
taste, perfumed mid fragrant like his fop- 
pery, exquisitely sweetened like his polite- 
ness, bitter like his philosophy, green like 
his jealousy, yellow like his morality and 
inflaming like his passions.—New York 
Press. 


A GRAND SPECTACLE. 


Cape Cod Is Desolate, but Has s Wild 


ami l)esertlike Beauty. 


This story of a walk on tho onpo must 


bo er.deil with tho scone which ended It 
for thn travelers. 
They bnd beet, march- 


ing over tho wastes of Eiisthnm, where 
sometimes ono looks clear across the cape 
and marvels at the weird wildness of 
these slopes, covered with stunted and 
hnlf dead vegetation, with hero nnd there 
a sand road, up which perhaps a horse 
nnd cart wound slowly and laboriously. 


At South Wollfloet, crossing the rail- 


road, tiny took an uncertain path through 
thick pitch pine woods that seemed to 
load donii a hollow toward the seashore. 
Presently the woods dwindled to bushes, 
and the bushes sank into thick, purple 
masses of boarborry. Thon these gave out, 
and only the thin, wiry, scant §tuff that 
will grow in pure sand survived, and at 
last even thnt failed, and to north, to 
south, to east—for, though the travelers 
knew tho sea was near, they saw it not on 
account of the upward slope before them 
toward the bluffs—there was nothing but 
coarse, hard sand, apparently mile upon 
mile of it. 


Over the undulating sand waste ran a 


line of poles, carrying one wire, hanging 
in long loops from pole to pole, and em- 
phasizing the desolation. Desolate it was, 
and yet beautiful, with a beauty utterly 
Wild and desertliko. 
On the travelers 


strode toward the ragged crest, now plainly 
before them, and In n few moments what 
a spectacle burst suddenly on their view I 
Tho boundless ocean, suddenly springing 
to their leot, more intensely, deeply purple 
blue than either of them hud over soon it, 
it seemed to them ultramarine and more 
under a (lawless-sky.

could be seen along the rails, Yankee 
schooners speeded by, and ocean tugs la- 
bored along with rows of laden barges.

Driftwood 
lay scattered here and there, In the far 
distance on the beach were black specks, 
that wero doubtless human beings, gather- 
ing it. 
The spectacle was big, emotiotfal.

de Balboa—silent—on thatneverto bo for- 
gotten peak in Darieu. Now all desire to 
be getting over the road was dead for a 
time, and after long contemplation of tho 
scene this Cape Cod journey was ended by 
a regretful litcloflruil tramp to tberailroud 
station and the Boston bound train,—Bos- 
ton Transcript.
